I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  being  that  tor  the  year,  1941. 

The  work  of  your  Health  Department  continues  to 
function  fairly  satisfactory  under  the  stress  of  war-time  con¬ 
ditions.  lhework  connected  with  Civil  Defence  has  under¬ 
gone  no  appreciable  change  since  1941),  and  much  of  the 
btaffs’  time  continues  to  be  absorbed  by  this  and  allied  sub¬ 
jects  including  Casualty  Services  and  Salvage.  Under  such 
circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that  attention  to  Health 
Service  routine  cannot  be  sustained  at  the  same  high  peace¬ 
time  level. 

With  regard  to  Housing,  the  position  has  not  altered 
materially  since  1940,  and  the  same  difficulties  regarding 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials  still  persist  and  have,  if 
anything,  been  accentuated. 

Considerably  more  inspections  have  been  made  and 
defects  remedied  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  it  is 
equally  true  to  say  that  many  more  defects  have  occurred 
which  it  has  been  impossible  to  correct  at  the  present  time. 

The  appreciable  drop  in  unemployment  is  due  for  the 
most  part,  to  transference  of  labour  to  nearby  industries. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  have  increased  notice¬ 
ably,  and  this  is  in  harmony  with  the  general  nosition 
through  the  country. 

During  the  year  Diphtheria  Immunisation  which  was 
inaugurated  in  the  district  for  school  and  pre-school  children 
met  with  prompt  co-operation  from  many  parents.  There 
is,  however,  room  for  improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
succeeding  year  will  see  considerably  more  children  attend¬ 
ing  for  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

Statistical  tables  are  appended  including  extracts 
from  the  figures  of  the  Registrar  General. 

I  would  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
and  helpfulness  extended  by  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department  throughout  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due 
to  the  Rating  and  Surveying  Departments,  Nursing 
Associations,  and  Manager  of  the  Blavdon  Labour  Ex¬ 
change  for  various  items  of  information  included  in  this 
report.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 

Area.  The  Ryton  Urban  District  is  situated  on  the  north¬ 
west  extremity  of  the  county  and  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Tyne,  on  the  south  and  east  by  tributaries  of  the 
river  known  as  the  local  burns,  the  Barlow  Burn  and  the 
Blaydon  Burn  which  separate  it  from  the  Blaydon  Urban 
District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Stanley  Burn  which  is  also 
the  boundary  between  the  County  of  Northumberland. 

The  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  wards,  named 
Crookhill,  Ryton,  Crawcrook  and  Ryton  Woodside.  The 
Ryton  and  Crawcrook  wards  although  much  lower  than 
Greenside  (reaches  600  ft.)  and  the  country  south  of  them, 
stand  well  above  the  level  of  the  Tyne  which  is  about  a 
mile  to  the  north  of  Crawcrook  and  about  half  a  mile  at 
Ryton,  and  have  excellent  natural  drainage.  The  only  low- 
lying  parts  of  the  district  are  the  areas  near  to  the  river 
at  Clara  Vale  and  at  Ryton  Haughs  where  there  are  two 
rows  of  houses  near  Newburn  Bridge. 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  agricultural  and 
there  is  one  Brick  Yard  and  a  few  Stone,  Sand  and  Gravel 
Quarries,  but  most  of  the  population  is  employed  at  the 
Colleries  of  which  there  are  five,  situated  at  Greenside, 
Clara  Vale,  Barmoor,  Star  gate  and  Addison. 

The  soil  is  clay  and  sand. 
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Unemployment.  The  figures  relating  to  unemploy¬ 
ment  for  the  year  are  shown  in  comparison  with  those  lor 
previous  years.

The  noticeable  decrease  during  the  last  two  or  three 
years  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  man  power  to  the  armed 
forces  and  industry. 

Births.  The  total  number  <of  live  births  was  195,  of 
which  9U  were  males  and  105  females,  an  increase  on  last 
year  of  7.  The  number  of  births  for  1940  was  188  and  for 
1939,  was  191.  Of  the  total  live  births  8  were  illegitimate. 
The  natural  increase  of  the  population  for  the  year,  i.e., 
the  excess  of  the  birth  over  deaths,  was  33  as  against  the 
natural  increase  for  the  previous  year  of  22. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  14.29  as 
against  that  for  1940  at  13.94  being  lower  than  the  birth 
rate  for  the  administrative  county  at  16.92  and  the  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  at  14.2. 

Deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  was  162,  con¬ 
sisting  of  82  males  and  80  females  corresponding  to  an 
annual  death  rate  of  12.06:  that  for  the  administrative 
county  being  12.63  and  for  England  and  Wales,  12.9. 
The  deaths  for  1940  were  166  giving  a  death  rate  of  12.31. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
under  one  year  was  11,  consisting  of  6  males  and  5  females. 
The  infantile  death  rate  was  56.41  and  that  of  the  county  was 
75  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  59.  Of  the  infantile 
deaths,  5  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life. 

A  graph  comparing  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for 
R,yton,  Durham  Countv  and  England  and  Wales  is 
appended  and  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  rate  in  Ryton  com¬ 
pares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  county  and  for 
England  and  Wales. 
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Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  Zymotic  diseases  during  the  year  as  opposed  to  3  dur¬ 
ing  1940. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  There  were  9  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  5  from  bronchitis  and  3  from  further  respira¬ 
tory  diseases,  making  in  all  17  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases  other  than  phthisis,  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  from 
respiratory  diseases  of  1.26. 

Tuberculosis.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  6 
deaths  as  compared  with  11  in  1940  representing  a  Phthisis 
mortality  of  0.44,  being  more  than  the  Countv  rate  of  0.58. 
There  were  2  deaths  from  other  tuberculous  diseases,  giving 
a  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  death-rate  of  0.15. 

The  total  tuberculosis  mortality  was  therefore  0.59. 

Cancer.  Deaths  due  to  cancer  numbered  20  as  com¬ 
pared  with  22  during  1940.  9  were  males  and  11  females, 

giving  a  death  rate  of  1.48. 

Heart  Disease  caused  35  deaths  and  other  cardio¬ 
vascular  diseases  9  deaths,  giving  a  total  of  44  deaths  from 
vascular  disease  and  a  death  rate  of  3.27.

Nursing  Arrangements. 

The  general  nursing  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by 
the  Ryton  and  Greenside  Nursing  Associations,  voluntary 
bodies  maintained  by  public  subscription,  and  by  regular 
contributions  which  the  miners  employed  in  the  district 
allow  to  be  deducted  from  their  wages.  In  addition,  the 
owners  of  the  Stella  Coal  Company,  together  with  other 
well  wishers  in  the  district  give  generous  support.  Grants 
for  the  association  are  made  by  the  Public  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee  through  the  County  Council  and  a  portion  of  these 
go  towards  the  care  of  special  cases.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  all  these  donors  are  well  satisfied  with  the  treatment 
afforded  by  the  visiting  nurses  who  regularly  attend 
patients  throughout  the  district.

There  are  two  district  midwives  resident  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  Durham  County  Council,  as  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Authority  is  responsible  for  their  appointment. 
Telephones  are  installed  in  the  nurses  homes  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  patients.  During  the  past  year  the  Midwives 
have  carried  out  their  duties  with  great  care  and  efficiency. 

Laboratory  Work.  The  County  Council  of  Durham 
has  an  arrangement  with  the  Bacteriological  Department  o! 
King’s  College,  Newcastle,  to  which  specimens  may  be 
sent  and  examined  free  of  cost  to  the  patient  or  practitioner. 
(See  Table  on  page  7.) 

Hospital  Provision. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  Conjoint  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Norman's  Riding,  Winlaton,  serves  the  need  of 
this  district  as  well  as  admitting  all  necessary  cases  from 
the  Blaydon  and  Whickham  Urban  Districts. 

During  the  year  19  cases  were  admitted  from  the 
Ryton  area. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  treatment  of  any  cases  of  Small  Pox  arising 
in  the  District  to  be  treated  at  the  Plowdon  Bank  Hospital 
under  the  County  Small  Pox  Scheme. 

Tuberculosis.  Durham  County  Council  has  provided 
various  sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  cases 
throughout  the  county.  The  number  of  beds  available  for 
the  purpose  is  588.  The  nearest  tuberculosis  dispensary  is 
at  Whickham  (5  miles). 
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Bacteriological  Examinations  from  Ryton  District,  194 1. 
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General.  The  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle, 
receives  the  greater  proportion  of  Medical  and  Surgical  cases 
from  the  Ryton  area,  and  also  provides  a  Convalescent 
Home  for  males  and  females  at  Castle  Hill  which  is  situate 
on  the  Western  boundary  of  'the  district — 100  beds  are 
available. 

Midwifery  and  Gynaecology.  Of  those  Midwifery  and 
gynaecological  cases  sent  to  hospital,  most  find  their 
way  to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital  and  the 
gynaecological  Department  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary 
Newcastle.  A  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinic  provided 
by  the  County  Council  is  held  regularly  in  Ryton. 

Venereal  Diseases.  The  county  have  an  arrangement 
whereby  such  cases  are  treated  at  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic,  City  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

School  Clinics.  Minor  ailments  are  treated  at  the 
County  Clinics  at  which  dental  and  sunray  treatment  is  also 
available. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  Diseases.  An  ambulance  is  provided  by 
the  Conjoint  Hospital  Committee  for  Ryton,  Blaydon  and 
Whickham. 

Non-lnfectious  Cases.  The  Miners  at  the  various 
collieries  in  the  district  provide  and  maintain  4  Ambulances. 
These  are  stationed  at  Greenside,  Clara  Vale,  Emma,  and 
Stargate. 

The  Ryton  Council  pay  a  small  retaining  fee  for  a 
privately  owned  ambulance  used  for  public  hire. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  department 
during  the  year  has  been  efficiently  carried  out,  and  the 
details  will  be  found  in  the  tabular  statement  appended. 

Water  Supply.  The  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.  The  w7ater  is  of 
good  quality,  continuous  and  plentiful. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  have  been  no  impor¬ 
tant  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  carried  out  by  the 
Council. 
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Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  in  the  district 

3,876  water  closets,  129  ash  closets,  and  25  ashpit  privies. 

Scavenging.  The  whole  of  the  scavenging  of  the 
district  is  now  done  by  the  Council  direct  and  is  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  9 
horses  and  carts  being  employed  and  the  refuse  tipped  in 
old  quarries,  etc.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided 
with  ash-bins  which  are  emptied  twice  weekly  where  neces¬ 
sary  and  the  remainder  of  the  receptacles  once. 

During  the  year  ending  March  3.1st,  1942,  335,574 
receptacles  were  cleansed  and  8,558  loads  of  refuse  removed. 
Estimated  weight  of  refuse  removed,  8,558  tons. 

Covered  carts  with  pneumatic  tyres  are  now 
used  for  the  collection  of  refuse,  being  a  much  needed 
improvement  which  is  appreciated  by  the  general  public. 

The  Disinfection  of  Houses  is  carried  out  personally 

by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the  year  19  houses  have 
been  disinfected.  The  bedding  and  clothes  of  the  persons 
removed  to  the  Conjoint  Hospital  are  taken  there  and  disin¬ 
fected  by  steam  disinfection.  In  other  cases  their  cleansing 
is  carried  out  at  home. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  disinfectants  are 
gratuitously  supplied  by  the  Council. 

Shops  and  Offices.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  take  any  statutory  action  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1934,  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Camping  Sites.  Two  sites  in  the  area,  one  on  each 
bank  of  the  river  were  periodically  used  for  Camping  over 
short  periods  during  the  year.  The  sites  are  not  licenced. 

The  camps  are  regularly  inspected  during  the  camp¬ 
ing  periods.

Instructions  regarding  disinfesting  and  cleansing 
are  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  periodically  visits 
infested  houses  until  found  clear,  the  work  being  carried 
out  by  the  tenants,  and  where  property  is  unoccupied  by 
the  owners.  Fluid  insecticide  is  supplied  by  the  Council 
and  pressure  sprays  are  given  on  loan. 
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It  has  been  found  that  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
tenants  of  houses  is  necessary  to  ensure  thorough  disinfesta¬ 
tion,  as  in  most  cases  several  applications  of  insecticide  are 
required. 

No  action  is  taken  by  the  Council  to  ensure  that  the 
belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  removal 
to  Council  Houses. 

Schools..  The  schools  are  all  modern  and  sanitary 
with  a  good  water  supply. 

HOUSING. 

Routine  inspections  have  not  been  carried  out  since 
the  outbreak  of  war,  but  all  complaints  are  investigated  and 
action  is  taken  to  have  defective  properties  repaired  as  early 
as  possible.  Some  delay  is  inevitable  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  labour  and  materials. 

The  majority  'of  the  houses  are  of  modern  con¬ 
struction  and  most  of  them  well-built;  the  new  streets 
are  well  planned  and  there  is  practically  no  crowding  of 
houses  into  confined  yards  and  .courts.  In  addition  the 
district  enjoys  the  natural  advantages  of  being  situated  on 
rising  ground  and  in  being  surrounded  by  open  country. 

Since  1st  January,  1920,  there  have  been  built — 

534  houses  by  private  enterprise. 

641  houses  by  the  Council. 

Present  conditions  are  holding  up  progress  with 
regard  to  the  reconditioning  of  the  remainder  of  the  back 
to  back  houses  at  Addison  and  a  small  number  of  back  to 
back  houses  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  The  thirty  back 
to  back  houses  at  Emmaville  are  being  dismantled  as 
material  is  required  for  other  purposes. 

Recreation  Grounds.  Land  at  Barmoor  Quarry 
which  was  purchased  with  the  object  of  providing  another 
recreation  ground  is  being  made  suitable  for  this  purpose 
by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  Since  this  order  came 
into  operation  the  whole  of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the 
district  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept 
in  a  reasonably  clean  condition. 
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Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.  Six  licences 

have  been  granted  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk. 

Five  farms  are  producing  “  Accredited  Milk  ”  and 
One  Farm  “  T.T.”  Milk. 

Food  and  Drugs.  The  regulations  under  the  sale  of 
food  and  drugs,  etc.,  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

The  inspection  of  places  where  food  is  prepared 
e.g.,  bakehouses,  sausage-making,  fish  and  chip  shops,  etc., 
takes  place  regularly,  and  these  are  found  to  be  kept  clean 
and  orderly. 

Meat  Inspection.  There  are  13  slaughter  houses,  the 
licences  for  which  have  not  been  renewed  as  all  slaughtering, 
with  the  exception  of  cases  of  emergency  slaughter  and  the 
slaughter  of  cottagers  pigs,  is  carried  on  outside  the  district. 
Eight  cases  of  emergency  slaughter  were  notified.  The  retail 
butchers  in  the  area  have  a  central  distribution  point  and 
as  far  as  practicable  all  meat  is  inspected  prior  to  being 
removed  from  the  premises. 

Other  Foods.  Systematic  inspection  of  shops,  stores, 
etc.,  where  prepared  foods,  etc.,  are  sold  is  carried  out. 

There  are  3  bakeries  in  the  district.  These  are  fre¬ 
quently  inspected  and  kept  very  clean,  orderly  and  up-to-date 
in  their  general  arrangements. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  were  171  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  and  of  these  92  were  due  to  Measles,  11 
Diphtheria  and  2  Cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  dseases  within  the  district 
can  in  no  wise  be  deemed  unsatisfactory. 

Enteric. — None  notified. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  notified. 

Diphtheria. — 11  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were 
removed  to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 11  cases  notified.  No  deaths.  There 
were  2  cases  notified  in  1940. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 2  cases  were  notified  and 
removed  to  hospital.  3  cases  in  1940. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — 2  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year  and  all  were  admitted  to  hospital.  No 
deaths  occurred. 

During  the  G  years  period  1934-1939,  not  a  single 
case  had  been  notified  in  the  Ryton  district. 

Erysipelas. — 3  cases  were  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  2  cases  during  1940.  No  deaths. 

Measles. — 92  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
77  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough.  41  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.— (1)  Artificial  prophylaxis 
was  inaugurated  during  the  year  and  met  with  a  ready  re¬ 
sponse  from  parents.  During  1941  there  were  220  pre¬ 
school  and  1,292  school  children  completely  immunised. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  the  scheme  proceeds,  parents  will 
take  fuller  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 

(2)  Antitoxic  serum  is,  of  course,  still  supplied  by  the 
Council  free  of  charge  to  general  practitioners  for  the 
immediate  treatment  of  both  definite  and  suspected  cases 
of  Diphtheria  occurring  within  the  district. 

(3)  The  prophylactic  used  is  an  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  prepared  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 

Pneumococcal  Typing.— There  are  no  local  facilities 
available  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci,  although  such 
facilities  could,  no  doubt,  be  inaugurated  should  the  necessity 
arise. 


Measles  Prophylaxis  and  Attenuation. — At  the  present 
time  there  are  no  local  facilities  available  for  the  use  of 
serum  for  measles  prophylaxis  and  attenuation.  This  also 
is  a  matter  which,  I  have  little  doubt,  could  be  given  con¬ 
sideration  should  the  necessity  arise.
